REFUSING TO BE STOPPED, 
MISS JEWETT ADDRESSES 
A LARGE NEGRO MEETING. 


Anti-Lynching Agitator Braves Pun- 
ishment to Deliver Public Speech to 
the Blacks After Being Denied whi 


Va., bept 18.—[{Special.]—Miss 
Lillian Clayton Jewett, the anti-lynching 
champion of Boston, was one of the first to 
arrive today at the church in which 2,000 
delegates are holding the colored Baptist 
national convention, 

She intimated to those in charge that she 
desired to make anaddress. The elders con- 
ferred, and appointed a cimmittee which 
waited upon her, and informed her firmly 
but kindly that she would not be permitted 
to speak. 

At the close of the morning session, how- 
ever, Miss Jewett arose. ‘‘ Ladies and gen- 
tlemen,’’ she cried, and every eye was at 
once riveted upon her. “ Your officers have 
refused to allow me to speak, but I am on 
the soil of Virginia, and I will address you if 
I am lynchéd for it. You have too long sub- 
mitted to being hanged and shot by the 
whites. All who desire to hear me follow me 
to the street.“ 

At this point several delegates tried to 
create a diversion by raising a hymn, 
Throw Out the Life Line,“ but the presid- 
ing officer ruled them out of order, and the 
convention adjourned to the street. 

Miss Jewett mounted a carriage, and spoke 
for fifteen minutes, reflecting pretty severely 
upon the whites for past lynching.

RUIN OF THE 
BAPTIST 


Katherine Conlin had been employed in 
the Waddell home for but a week, and had 
given satisfaction until yesterday. At the 
time she lost her mind both Mr. and Mrs. 
Waddell were absent from the residence, 
leaving it in charge of Mrs. Julia Coy, Mrs. 
Waddell’s mother. The domestics had been 
in the kitchen during the early afternoon, 
but as soon as Miss Conlin had completed her 
work she went to-her room on the third floor. 
She was next seen on the cornice surround- 
ing the third story windows. She appeared 
there at 3:30 p. m. and soon attracted the 
attention of several people by singing and 
dancing upon the narrow, sloping ledge. 
‘Then she began to demolish the glass in 
the windows. In all she destroyed ten win- 
dows. Then she began another series of 
dances and songs, and yelled that she was 
going to jump from the ledge. ä 


Summon Policemen and Firemen. 

No one dared to go near the woman, as 
she was armed with the butcher knife and 
the poker. For nearly half an hour she 
continued her antics, until a crowd of nearly 
800 people gathered around the house. Then 
some one suggested calling a policeman. 
Two were secured, and they attempted to 
catch her from the windows. She was too 
nimble for them, however, and they did not 
care to crawl out upon the ledge and seize 
her upon that narrow footing. Then hook 
and ladder company No. 16, which was tem- 
porarily stationed at Cottage Grove avenue 
and Forty-sixth street, was sent for, and 
the firemen responded to the call. 

Immediately upon their arrival fire nets 
were spread under the portion of the ledge 
upon which the woman was standing. Cap- 
tain Fred Getz then crawled through one 
of the windows on the third floor and at- 
tracted Miss Conlin’s attention, while the 
other firemen placed a ladder in position. 

Roll Toward the Edge. 

Then the Captain decoyed the woman to 
the place where the ladder was resting 
against the ledge. There she was seized by 
Firemen John Detmont and John Kelly. 
They anticipated no difficulty, but the 
woman was possessed of a strength upon 
which they did not reckon. She threw them 
from their feet, and the three rolled over 
towards the edge of the eighteen-inch cor- 
nice. One of the firemen, however, managed 
to catch hold of a window sash, and by using 
all his strength pulled the insane woman 
and his comrade away from the edge. Miss 
Conlin still struggled vigorously, however, 
and the fireman was obliged to let go his 
hold. Again the three rolled to the edge of 
the cornice. This time Policeman O’Brien 
was ready with a rope in his hand, and after 
pulling the firemen and the woman away 
from the edge of the cornice he finally suc- 
ceeded in passing the rope around her ankles 
and binding her feet together. 

After Miss Conlin had been bound upon 
the roof she was lowered to the ground in a 
chair. She was taken to Mercy Hospital in 
a patrol wagon from the Fiftieth Street Po- 
lice Station. There she seemed to recover 
from her violent attack of insanity. She 
did not regain her mind, however, and still 
murmured incoherently in the Gaelic lan- 
guage.

GULF STORM MAY BE REPEATED 


Conditions as Reported by Weather Bu- 
reau Similar to Those Which Pre- 
ceded Galveston Hurricane. 


‘There is a possibility of a repetition of the 
recent hurricane which devastated the gulf 
coast, as reports received at the Weather 
bureau last night indicated the prevalence 
of much the same conditions as obtained in 
connection with the recent storm. A severe 
storm was reported on the gulf, while an- 
other is centered in the Northwest. 

An encouraging feature, however, is the 
fact the barometer at New Orleans and 
other Southern points has not materially 
fallen as in the case of the last storm. It is 
possible, however, this is due to the fact the 
storm is still well out in the gulf and that 
with its approach to the coast there may be 
a drop today. It is an interesting and rather 
ominous fact in tis connection that these 
severe storms sometimes follow one an- 
other in close succession. 

Professor Cox admitted last night the out- 
look was somewhat serious, but said that 
there was as yet nothing in the reports re- 
ceived to justify any serious apprehensions.

Erected on Stone Foundations, with Solid Interiors 
of Masonry Ten Feet Above Sea Level. 


I should not advise the abandonment of the City of Galveston. It is true 
that tropical hurricanes sometimes move westward across the gulf and strike the 
Texas coast, but such movement is infrequent. Within the last thirty years no 

storm of like severity has touched any part of the coast of the United States. 
There are many points on both the Atlantic and gulf coasts, some of them oc- 
cupied by cities the size of Galveston, that are equally exposed to the force of 
both wind and water, should a hurricane move in from the ocean or gulf and 
obtain the. proper position relative to then. It would not be advisable to abandon 
these towns and cities merely because there is a remote probability that at some 
future time a hurricane may be the cause of great loss of life and property. 

We have just passed through a summer that for sustained high temperature 

has no parallel within the last thirty years. Records of low temperature, tor- 4 
tential rains, and other meteorological phenomena that have stood for twenty and 
thirty years are not infrequently broken. There does not appear to be, so far as 
we know, any law governing the occurrence or ré€urrence of storms. The 
vortex of a hurricane is comparatively narrow, at most not more than twenty or 
thirty miles in width. It is only within the vortex that such a great calamity as 


It would seem that rather than abandon the city means 
Galveston and other similarly exposed cities on the Atlantic and gulf coasts to 
erect buildings only on heavy stone foundations that should have solid interiors 
of masonry to a height of ten feet above mean sea level. Rigid building regu- 
lations should allow no other structures erected for habitations in the future in 
any city located at sea level and that is exposed to the direct sweep of the sea. 

But Galveston should take heart, as the chances are that not once in a thou- 
sand years would she be so terribly stricken, and high, solid foundations would 
doubtless make her impregnable to loss of life by all future storm. 1

: Heroism of Catholic Sisters. 
The Catholic Orphans’ Asylum disap-

children, had been swept out into the gulf 
‘when the waters receded. Within a coupie 
of days bodies of several of the victims at 
the asylum have been found.

EIGHTY-FIVE LOST WITH TRAIN. 
Nearly All Passengers on Gulf and In- 
terstate Road from Beaumont Swept 
Away by Storm. 


New Orleans, La., Sept. 18.—John H. Poe, 
member of the State Board of Education, 
and residing at Lake Charles, telegraphs 
that eighty-five lives were lost on the Gulf 
and Interstate train which left Beaumont 
early Saturday morning from Bolivar Point, 
after having made connections with the 
Southern Pacific train which left this city 
Friday night. Mr. Poe was one of the pas- 
sengers on this train and, together with a 
few others, sought refuge.in the lighthouse 
at’ Bolivar Point and was saved. 

New York, Sept. 13.— The report of the

dispatch closely and said: “I never heard 
of the disaster as told here, and if such a 
thing has happened we would certainly have 
known of it by this time.

Galveston, Tex., Sept. 13.—The fur- 
ther the ruins are dug into the great- 
er becomes the increase in the list of 
those who perished as theif houses tumbled 
about their heads. On the lower beach yes 
terday a searching party found a score of 
corpses within a small area, going to show 
that the bulwark of débris that lies straight 
across the {sland conceals many more bodies 
than have been accounted for. 

Volunteer gangs continue their ‘work of 
hurried burial of the corpses they find on 
the shores of Galveston Island at the many 
neighboring points where fatalities attended 
the storm. It will probably be many days 
yet, however, before all the floating bodies 

Bodies Found on Beach. 

Along the beach they are constantly being 
washed up. Whether these were swept out 
into the gulf and drowned or are simply 
the return ashore of some of those cast into 
the sea to guard against terrible pesti- 
lence there is no means of knowing. 

In a trip across the bay yesterday there 
were counted seven bodies tossing in the 
waves, with a score of horses and cattle, the 


‘stench being almost unbearable. In va- 


rious parts of the city the smell of decom- 
posed flesh is still apparent. Wherever such 
Anstances are found the authorities are free- 
ly disinfecting. 1 

Only today a babe lashed to a mattress 
was picked up under a residence in the heart 
of the city and was burned. 7 


Little Cleaning of Streets Done. 

The city still prescats the appearance of 
widespread wreck and ruin. Little hae been 
done to clear the stree:s of the terrible tan- 
gle of wires and the masses of wreck, mor- 
tar, slate, stone, and glass that bestrew 
them. Many of the sidewalks are impasea- 
ble. Some of them are littered with débris. 
Others are so thickly covered with slime 
that walking on them is out of the question. 
As a general rule substantial frame bulld- 
ings withstood better the blasts of the gale 
than those of brick. In other instances, how- 
ever, small wooden structures, cisterns, and 
whole sides of houses have been plumpod 
down in streets or back yards squares away 
from where they originally stood. 


Future Is Undecided. 
Here and there business-men have already 


put men to work to repair the damage done, 


but in the main the commercial interests 
seem to be uncertain about following the 
lead of those who apparently show faith in 
the rapid rehabilitation of the island.city. 
The appearance of the newspapers today 
after a suspension of several days is having 
a good effect, and both the News and Tribune 
are urging prompt succoring of the suffering 
and then equal promptness in reconstruc- 
tion. | 


Arrivals Find No Port. 


Big ships, new arrivals, rode at anchor to- 
day in front of the.city. They had just 
reached the port, and found the docks and 
pier damage so widespread that no accom- 
modation could be given to them. They 
found sheds torn away, freight cars over- 
turned, and planking ripped off. 

The big tug H. C. Wilmott has arrived 
from New Orleans, and its assistance is to 
be given to saving those vessels which can 
be got in deep water again. Apparently, how- 
ever, Galveston has no immediate need for 


ships. 


No Lights Nor Transit. 

One of the most serious results of the 
storm has been the ripping of the electric 
light and street car plants. The city has 
been in absolute darkness for several nights 
and only a few cencerns who operate their 


own illuminating service are enabled to do | 


business. Nearly every residence has gone 
back to the primitive candle. The absence 
of street lights drives all who have no im- 
perative business on the streets to their 
homes at nightfall, but the work of the 
patrol system is made more difficult thereby 
and the opportunity for looting greater. 
The motormen deserted their cars when 
the fury of the wind and the rush of the 
water made it no longer possible to operate 
them. Attempts are being made now to get 
the cars in shape again. The great destruc- 
tion of live stock has eliminated the car- 


riages and cabs as a means of transportation, 
and the need of the trolley promises to be- | 


come a most pressing one when rebuilding 
begins. 


Work of Relief Energetically Taken Up 
and Transportation Line Will 
Be Opened Soon. 


Galveston, Tex., Sept. 13.—The work of re- 
lief continues energetically. Mayor Jones 
and his associates are bending every nerve 
to open a direet line of transportation with 
Houston by which he may be enabled 
promptly to receive the great quantity of 
provisions which are now on the way to 
the city. . 

“I wish to say, however,” said Mayor 
Jones, we have made such arrangements 
as will make it possible for us to feed the 
needy until we can get in our supplies. We 
are relieving every case presented to us. 
I think within a day or two our transporta- 
tion facilities will be sufficient temporarily 
to meet our needs. Galveston has helped 
other cities in their distress despite her size, 
and we are consoled by the generous re- 
sponse of the country to our appeal.“ | 

The Relief committee is striving to sys- 
tematize its work, and there is undoubtedly 
distress here which ought promptly to be 
relieved. Weazen-faced, barefooted chil- 
dren were engaged yesterday on the streets 
in eagerly appropriating spoiled and cast-off 
stocks of food. The committee has instructed 
the local drug stores to provide the poor 
and needy with medicine at the expense of 
the relief fund.

Galveston, Tex., Sept. 13.—[Special.]—One 
of the best-known residents of Galveston is 
Bustace Taylor. He is a cotton buyer, known 
to the trade in all parts of the country. In 
the course ot an ordinary season Mr. Taylor 
handles from 100,000 to 150,000 bales. His 
act on Monday, when the eitisens of Gal- 
veston were beginning to realize the full 
import of the disaster, was typical of the 
fine spirit shown by leading men, Mr. Tay- 
lor stood on the Strand and said: 

Bring to me any man who needs money 
and I will give him until I go broke.“ 

Mr. Taylor was asked today for an opinion 
as to the future of Galveston. . 


BEGIN WORK AT ONCE. 


“T think,” he said, that what we have. 


done here in the four days which have passed. 
since the storm has been wonderful. It will 
take us two weeks before we can ascertain 
the actual commercial loss, But we are go- 
ing to straighten out everything. We are, 
going to stay here and work it out. Wewill 
have a temporary wharf in thirty days, and 
with that we can resume business and handle 
the traffic through Galveston.. I think thet 
within thirty days business will be carried 
on here in large volumes. aS 

am going to stand right up to Galves- 
ton,“ continued Mr. Taylor, “ if it costs me 
the last cent. With our temporary wharf we: 
shall put from 1,000 to 2,000 men.to work: 
loading vessels. While we are waiting for 
the railroad to restore bridges and terminals 
on the island we shall bring business by 
barges from Virginia Point and load in mid- 
stream. In this way we shall not only re- 


sume our commercial relations quickly but 


we shall be able to put the labor of the 
at work. 


Hope for Fair Treatment. 


Mr. Taylor and other leading business-men 
of Galveston emphasize a point which has 
escaped general attention until this time. 
They are exceedingly anxious that commer- 
cial bodies, steamship owners, brokers, and 
those interested in the commerce of Galves- 
ton shall be as considerate as possible in 
their treatment of the city, that is to say,. 
there shall be liberality in the commercial 
relations. These men urge that the extent 
of the calamity shall be taken into account 
when adjustment of contracts takes place 
and in all business arrangements until the 
city can regain its footing. Charters pro- 
vide by special mention for “ Visitations of 
providence,” for the Acts of God.” | 

The Galveston - business-men hope that 
their business connections will apply a like 
spirit to all commerce affected by the storm. 
If Galveston can receive from the world 
such consideration financialy and commer- 


cially in the next sixty days the recupera- [| 


tion will de rapid and indirectly the losses 
will be minimized. 

Galveston was just entering upon the busy 
season. There are now from 200 to 800 ships 


under salling contracts with this port for the 


months of September, November, and De- 
cember. Some of these ships are how on the

thirty days will mean much loss and the

ASSAULT THOMAS M’NAMARA. 


Tear Leaves from His Bible and Beat 
Him with Fragments of Improvised 
Pulpit—Throng Willing to Hear of 
the “ Main Line” Creed, but It Re- 
sents Apparent Slight to McKinley— 
Victim Rescued by Detectives and 
Locked Up. | 

— 
Thomas McNamara, a street preacher who 
calls his school of religion The Main 

Line,“ was mobbed last night by 500 angry 

persons who had been listening to his dis- 

course at State and Adams streets. Taking 
exception to remarks which the listeners 
considered a stricture on President McKin- 
ley and the policy of expansion, they rushed 
upon him, tore his Bible to tatters, and, 
breaking his improvised pulpit, beat him 


with the pieces. The preacher fled in State 


street and was rescued from his plight at 
Congress street by two policemen, who had 
seen the beginning of the trouble. He was 
locked up at the Harrison Street Police Sta- 
tion charged with disorderly conduct. © 

McNamara has held his evening meetings 
at State and Adams streets for more than 
three years. His eccentric manner of ex- 
horting generally attracts a large crowd and 
last night when the coming Presidential elec- 
tion furnished him a text for the exploitation 
of his creed several hundred persons gath- 
ered and blocked the street. Detectives head- 
ed by Morris and McCarthy were sent from 
Central Station to preserve order. When 
they arrived McNamara had reached the 
climax of his address. 


Is Interrupted on Expansion. 

“My religion,” he shouted, is called the 
Main Line,’ because it means the direct and 
shortest road to heaven. I ask you to be 
neither Protestant, nor Catholic, nor Moham- 
medan, nor Buddhist, nor Confucian, but to 
take as I do the best from each religion and 
form the one perfect faith. Now take this 
question of expansion, for example 

‘Hurray for McKinley!’’ interrupted a 
man in the front row. : 

“You son of iniquity,“ shouted the preach- 
er, reaching forth a hand for the McKinley 
man. Then the trouble began in earnest. 

McNamara launched into an anathema 
against the crowd, which was not taking 
his remarks in seriousness, and the listen- 
ers, urged on by gibes and isults hurled 
at him in reply, worked itself into a physical 
attack. Several men struck at the preacher, 
who closed his Bible and used it effectively 
on their heads. At last with a rush the 
gathering broke into a serious attack. The 
Bible was torn to pleces and the leaves 
scattered in the street. McNamara was 
knocked from his rostrum and his table 
broken into kindling wood. 


Preacher Beats a Retreat. 

For a time the religious exhorter stood 
at bay, defending himself with his fists, but 
the angry people, armed with pieces of his 
pulpit, beat him into a retreat. As he ran 
he turned repeatediy and faced his pur- 
suers, but at Congress street he became 
faint and staggered. Detectives Morris and 
McCarthy arrived when the preacher was 
beseeching quarter and took him to the 
police station. The crowd followed hooting 
to the doors and was only driven away after 
McNamara had been locked up. The mis- 
sionary at first refused bail, saying that he 
wished to suffer any punishment he might 
deserve, but shortly before midnight bonds- 
men appeared for him and he gladly ac- 
cepted his liberty. 

The crowd started the trouble;’’ said he. 
**I don’t see why they arrested me instead 
of my persecutors.“

SCOURGE IN SOUTH BEND. 


DIPHTHERIA EPIDEMIC 
UPON THE INDIANA TOWN. 


Virulence of the Disease Causes an 
Exodus of Children and Several 
Postponements of School Openings— 
Strict Quarantine Placed on the 
City by the Neighborhood—Extreme 
Efforts Being Taken by Board of 
Health to Stamp Out Pestilence. 


South Bend, Ind., Sept. 13.—[{Special.]— 
South Bend is in the grasp of a diphtheria 
epidemic. So serious has been the ravages 
of the disease that the citizens have be- 
come almost panic-stricken. In fact, many 
have left town. Every precaution is being 
taken to prevent the spread of the disease, 
but the scourge shows no signs of abate- 
ment, 

The prevalence of diphtheria in this city 

has caused much alarm to other towns of 
northern Indiana, and Elkhart, Laporte, 
Mishawaka, New Carlisle, and Goshen have 
put a quarantine on South Bend, its people, 
and its products. 
The disease first made its appearance dur- 
ing the latter part of June and showed an 
alarming death rate in July. In the first 
part of August there was a lull in the num- 
ber of fatalities, but during the month there 
developed 130 hew cases, thirteen of which 
were mortal. 


Children Flee; Schools Closed. 

The epidemic has resulted in the exodus 

of children from thé city. Because of the 
sickness and the fact that the children are 
absent, the Board of Health, of which Mayor 
Schuyler Colfax is President, has twice post- 
poned the opening of thé schools. The first 
postponement was for two weeks, but the 
second time the board met it was decided 
not to open the schools until Oct. 1, as the 
malignancy of the disease had increased, 
and not then unless some sign of abatement 
of the epidemic was seen. Besides keeping 
the schools, both parochial and public, from 
opening, the board is making efforts to pre- 
vent public meetings where large crowds are 
likely to assemble. 
According to the opinions of local physi- 
clans, the disease had its origin in the atmos- 
phere, the conditions being favorable to 
propagation of the diphtheria germs. ol- 
lowing the introduction of the disease in the 
city the quarantine instituted, so it is said, 
was not rigid enough and the houses in- 
fected with germs of disease were not prop- 
erly fumigated. 


Strict Quarantine in Effect. 

This was the manner in which the illness 
obtained its strong hold in the city. The 
health authorities are now endeavoring to 
codperate in the maintenance of the strictest 
quarantine in an effort to arrest the progress 
of the disease. Since Sept. 1 the police have 


been under orders to arrest any 
man, woman, or child seen going 
in or out of quarantined houses, 


and several special officers have been ap- 
pointed by the Police Commissioners to keep 
a strict watch on the pest-infected districts. 
This action was necessary, as in several in- 
stances diphtheria cases were not reported 
to the health authorities and members o 

the family in which the disease had appeared 
would mingle with.the public. Business 
blocks and factori affected have been

THRACITE REGIONS. 


Number of Colliertes in Pennsylvania 
Report a Shortage of Miners—Strike 
Order Will Be Generally Obeyed on 
Monday—Unions Not Well Organised 
in Some Districts and Result Is 
Doubtful—President Mitchell to Di- 
rect the Fight—Address to Public,

speeches by District Presidents, board mem-

There is still a faint hope among board 
members that influences will bend the oper- 
ators. 

From headquarters it was announced that 
the daily loss in wages among anthracite 
miners during the strike would be $128,700. 
The value of daily output of coal in the an- 
thracite district was estimated at $602,277, 
based on New York market prices. 


Extent of Area Affected. 


The coal basins extend over an area of 
about 470 square miles, and are distributed 
throughout several counties, the more im- 
portant workings being in Luzerne, Lack- 
awanna, Schuylkill, Carbon, and North- 
umber.and Counties. The districts are 
known as No. 1, comprising upper Luzerne 
and Lackawanna; No. 7, comprising Hazie- 
ton and the upper Schuylkill region; and No. 
9, comprising Shamokin and a portion of the 
Schuylkill region. The average production 
from the entire district is 75,000,000 tone a 
year. 

Sheuld the strike continue two months the 
loss in wages will amount to $8,400,000; loss 
to railroads, $20,000,000; and loss to mine 
operators, $20,000,000. 


Statement to the Public. 

The members of the National Executive 
board of the United Mine Workers tonight 
issued a statement to the public, in which 
they admit that the strike will be one of 


great magnitude. They add: 


The domestic fuel supply of the West; 
the great manufacturing industries of the 
East; the wholesale and retail business 
establishments; the great ocean, lake, canal, 
and railroad transportation interests; labor- 
ing men and capitalists will all be affected 
by a gigantic struggle. That the world may 
know that we have done all that honorable 
men can do to avoid the conflict, we herewith 
submit a few facts for careful consideration. 

“The average wages of the anthracite 
miner for many years has been less than 
$250 annually. During that period of time 
the cost of many of the necessities of life has 
been increased over 20 per cent. An increase 
in the cost of living, without a corresponding 


increase of wages is equivalent to a reduc- 
tion in wages. 


Mine 4,000 Pounds to a Ton. 

“The laws of the State of Pennsylvania 
make 2,400 pounds a ton of anthracite coal, 
yet anthracite coal miners are compelled to 
mine from 2,700 to 4,000 pounds for a ton, 
and, in addition to that, are. docked exor- 
bitant amounts, often reaching 12 per cent 
of their daily earnings, for any impurities 
which may be sent out with their coal. 

Where they are paid by the car, instead 
of being required to furnish a well-rounded 
heap on the car at the breakers, as was 
originally agreed to, they have gradually 
been compelled to increase the amount of 
coal in each car by building the same per- 
pendicularly from six to eighteen inches 
above the edge. 

They are compelled to purchase the pow- 
der used in mining from their employers, 
paying $2.75 per keg for a grade of powder 
that can be purchased elsewhere for $1.50 
per keg and which wholesales for about $1 

“ They are required by many of the compa- 
nies to deal in ‘ pluck me’ stores or leave 
their employment, They must pay to the 
company $1 per month for a doctor whether 
they need him or not, and have no voice in 
saying who the doctor shall be. 

„The smallness of their earnings, together 

with the great cost of living, have com- 
pelled them to take their children from 
school before they have reached the age 
prescribed by law, and place them at work 
in the breakers in order to keep the family 
from starvation. 


Their Grievances Ignored. 


When any miner, feeling the burden of 
these conditions, has gone to the manage- 
ment and asked to have them removed, he 
has been told if he does not like it he can quit. 

When they have organized at any colliery 
and have sent committees to the manage- 
ment, asking to have their grievances rem- 
edied, the committee has either been dis- 
charged or they have been told that the 
evils could not be remedied because of the 
competition from other companies. 

“* When the representatives of the miners 
of the whole region have met and asked the 
coal companies to meet them in joint con- 
vention to arrange wages and conditions 
upon an equitable basis, so that each would 
know what his competitor was paying and 
no advantage could be taken of any one, their 
petition for a conference has been complet 
ly ignored. 

When the business-men, clergymen, and 
other outside influences have appealed to 
the coal companies to correct some of the 
evils complained of their requests have been 
denied, and when as a last resort the officers 
of our organization have wired the Presi- 
dents of the great railroad companies who 
control the anthracite coal flelds, offering 
to submit the whole question to arbitration, 
the proposition has been treated with silent

Peaceable Methods Exhausted. 


Having exhausted ali other means of ad- 
justment we had reached the point where 
we must either advise the miners of the an- 
thracite region to continue working under 
these unjust and tyrannical conditions or 
counsel strike.

HARD COAL WILL COST MORE. 


Dealers Expect an Advance of 50 Cents 
Soon and a Further Rise Later— 
Supplies Small. 


Prices of anthracite coal are likely to jump 
50 cents a ton within the next week or ten 
days, and certainly before Oct. 1, as the re- 
sult of the strike of anthracite miners or- 
dered by President Mitchell of the United 
Mine Workers of America. The amount of 
the advance, as well as the time when it will 
take place, is dependent toa considerable ex- 
tent on how fully the strike order is com- 
plied with by the miners. President Mitchell 
declares positively that all the 142,000 mem- 
bers of the union will obey the order and 
that there will be a complete tieup of mining 
operations throughout the entire anthracite 
belt. Some of the operators profess to be- 
lieve the order will only partly be observed. 
The next few days will determine who is 
right, and dealers in Chicago are waiting on 
the result with anxiety. It is also probable 
that there will be something of an advance 
in bituminous coal in sympathy. 

A week ago it was estimated that in the 
docks and yards of Chicago there was a two 
months’ supply of anthracite. Heavy orders 
from the country tributary to Chicago and 
from home consumers have reduced stocks 
to a month's supply. It is practically impos- 
sible to secure further supplies except those 
in transit, as there are no supplies at the 
mines to speak of. 

Present prices run at $5.50 a ton for range 
and chestnut wholesale and $6.25 retail. 
Large egg runs at $5.25 wholesale and 80 re- 
tail. It is not generally believed that prices 
advance 


during the early winter will more 
than $1 a ton.

RECALLS DAYS OF THE WAR.

| Kankakee, III., Sept. 
Richard Yates was welcomed to Kankakee 
today by the finest street parade so far dur- 
ing the present campaign. 

It was composed of clubs from Kankakee 
and all the towns in Kankakee County: 
Iroquois County also contributed any num- 
ber of marching clubs. A hundred rough 
riders came from Chatsworth, having left 
their homes long before daylight. There 
were, too, about a hundred of the Yates vet- 
erans, clubs from Momence, Grant Park, 
Sheldon, St. Ann, Rockville, Norton, and 
Mary other towns. 

Every one of these marching organiza- 
‘tions was in uniform, and there must have 
been at least 2,500 marchers. 

The distinctive feature of the parade was 
the presence of a marching club of women, 
from the attendants at the Eastern IMinois 
Hospital for the Insane, located at Kanka- 
kee. This was the second marching club of 
women seen by Judge Yates this year, the 
first being at Galesburg last Saturday night. 
‘The marching club from the hospital was at- 
tired in the regulation nurses’ uniform of 
‘striped linen with white cuffs, collars, and 
caps, and to shield themselves from the 
sweltering rays of the sun, the marchers car- 
ried umbrellas of red, white, and blue.

_ Owing to the existence in Kankakee of 
one of the largest public institutions in Illi- 
nois, Judge Yates paid particular attention 
in his remarks to State affairs. He proved 
dy facts and figures that the State institu- 
tions were more economically and better 
managed for the comfort of the inmates and 
the benefit of the taxpayers, too, than they 
were under the Altgeld administration. : 

Lieutenant Governor Northcott devo 
his time to the discussion of national mat- 
ters. His speech was thoroughly appre- 
clated by the great crowd, and the Lieuten- 
ant Governor has met with no more en- 
thusiastic meeting than this afternoon at 
Kankakee. 

In accepting the emblem Judge Yates said 
he would cherish it, and said among other 
things:

I was born 
in 1860, just about ten days before South 
Carolina started out of the union. I sup- 
pose the child begins to understand the Eng- 
lish language at the age of about 8 years.

‘roof where I lived, at breakfast table, at the 
dinner table, and at the supper table but 
‘War, war, war. 

Many a time in the middle of thé night 
I have seen him who was dearest to me arise 
and walk the floor in the middle of the night 
back and forth, forth and back, with wring- 
ing hands and streaming eyes and break- 
ing heart, agonizing for the soldier boys a 
thousand miles away. ae 

“I remember it all as a child would re- 
member it. By 1864 I had learned two 
things, first, that there was in this country 
such a thing as human slavery, a system 
‘under which man and wife could be torn 
asunder, taken away, and sold. And, sec- 
ond, that somewhere—I knew not where— 
a million men in blue, God bless them, were 
fighting desperately to overcome that awful 
thing. So I feel today like clasping your 
hands, men of 1860, and with the boys of 
1900, and saying to you I am your brother, 
yours of 1860 and yours of 1900.“ 
Judge Yates left Kankakee at 4 o’clock 
on his way to Burlington Park.

The Governor added: If this cannon was 
not captured in a just and humane war and 
from those resisting the lawfully constituted 
authority over these lands and fighting the 
soldiers of the government that had liberat- 
ed them from Sapnish thralldom, then where 
is. the honor of the capture and the glory of 
this gift? Honor these insurgents as 
patriots, you interpret wrongfully the words, 
the will, and the act of our dead hero; then 
this service becomes a hollow mockery and 
this trophy of patriotic valor becomes a 
monument to the dishonor of our soldiers 
and the shame of our country.” 

Further on Mr. Mount said: 

„ trust I may never see the day when I 
shall so far forget my devotion and my 
loyalty to my ‘country as to characterize our 
soldiers as the agents of oppression, turning 
the banner of liberty into an ensign of im- 
perialism, nor do I apprehend such a con- 
summation.” 

Bryan’s Tribute to Lawton. 


Mr. Bryan in his address paid a high trib- 
ute to the character of the volunteer soldier. 
He said, in part: 

„Tou have met today to do honor to the 
memory of a soldier—of one ih the regular 
army. We need soldiers in the regular army. 
We need some who are ever prepared by

we need. It is not the place today to discuss 
the size of our standing army; this is not the 
time to exchange opinions as to how many 
soldiers we need; but, no matter what our 
opinions may be as to the size of the stand- 
ing army, we are all glad that when an 
emergency comes, whether it be an emer- 
gency that calls forth the volunteer or the 
regular, we are glad when we find the sol- 
dier measures up to the standard of a soldier 
as Lawton did.

Li Hung Chang Officially Declares That

Washington, D. C., Sept. Be Chinese 
government has made swift answer to the 
latest communication from the State depart- 
ment relative to the recognition of Li Hung 
Chang as an envoy competent tp negotiate 
a peace settlement. 

The department asked Li“ without further 
delay to give assurance that the life and 
property of Americans will henceforth be re- 
spected throughout the Chinese Empire.” 

The Viceroy has given the assurance asked 
for. His word came in the shape of a cable 
dispatch to Minister Wu, dated yesterday, at 
Shanghai. Mr. Wu called at the State de- 
partment this morning, and presented this 
answer to Dr. Hill. He, in turn, sent it for- 
ward to the President. It will be for the lat- 
ter to decide whether Li’s assurance is suffi- 
cient to meet’thedheeds of the case. 

The order to General Chaffee to leave at 
once, which was expeeted in some quarters, 


did not issue today. Instead, earnest ef- 
orts are making to arrange the preliminar-. 


ies for the negotiations which are expected 
finally to settle the Chinese troubles. Li 
Hung Chang’s message today removed per- 
aps the last obstacle to the speedy begin- 
ning of these negotiations, and the only 
doubt that now exists is as to his ability 
to redeem his pledge to protect American 
interests and stop the outrages upon the 
missionaries and native converts. If he can 
do this and thus manifest the existence of a 
de facto government there is nd reason to 
doubt that negotiations will be ediately 
in order. 

The notice that Russian troops will not 


evacuate Pekin until some arrangements. 


have been made for the installation of a gov- 
ernment to take charge of affairs is directly 
in line with the aim the State department 
has been pursuing. 

As Li cannot reach the’ capital from 
Shanghai, starting tomorrow, — of a 
week it may he that there will be no develop- 
ments in the international situation within 
that period of time. 

The United States government has not 
been advised even yet that all of the answers 
to the Russian note have been returned. It 
is said that all of the powers have been 
heard from on the subject, but the disposi- 
tion is to regard their communications not 
as answers but rather as argumentative 
statements which leave the main issue still 
open for discussion.

The news that he is now at Lourenzo 
Marquez is fully confirmed, but what his 
future plans are is still a mystery. One re- 
port says he is going to Mozambique to set 
up his government. Another is to the effect 
that he has resigned the Presidency of the 
Transvaal republic, but still retains his seat 
in the Executive council. Another has it 
that he is coming to Europe to secure inter- 
vention, and still another that he is bound 
for Holland, where he expects to live the 
rest of his life in luxury. Meanwhile Presi- 
dent Kruger is keeping his own counsel.

NATIVE TROOPS IN LUZON. 


Visayans and Ilicanos, Under American 
Officers, Prove to Be Good Scouts 
and Fair Soldiers. 


MANILA, 1.—[Correspondence.]—As 
the time approaches for the volunteers to 
return to the United States the question of 
how to replace the departing troops has 
brought the matter of an armed native 
militia to general notice. 


For more than a year there has been in 


the service of the United States a detach- 
ment of native Macabebee scouts, and their 
work has been satisfactory. In many of the 
village garrisons throughout the islands 
native inhabitants are being employed as a 
local police force to protect their own vil- 
lages against depredation. These local po- 
lice are in some cases given firearms and uni- 
forms, and they have at times done effective 
work in the limited field of action allowed 
them. 

These are the beginnings of what must 
eventually come to pass in the Philippines— 


namely: the organization and use of native 


soldiers to preserve order in the country. 
Major Allen of the Forty-third Regiment, on 
Samar Island, has lately been given per- 
mission by General MacArthur to organize 
two companies of Visayans for use against 
the insurgents, and Colonel Kennon of the 
Thirty-fifth Regiment, now stationed in Ca- 
banatuan, in the Nueva Ecija Province of 
Luzon, has been experimenting along the 
same lines with Ilocanos from the northern 
poftion of Luzon Island. Last June he en- 
listed sixty as scouts. 

The scouts Rave been active since their 
organization. For the first three weeks they 
were drilled by Americans and their own 
non-commissioned officers, showing much 
interest and pride and considerable aptitude 
in this training. They were sent on June 24 
to the support of the American garrison at 
Aliaga, threatened with attack by 300 rebels, 
The following day twenty-two Ilocanos, 
scouting south of Aliaga under command of 
Lieutenant Jernigan of the Thirty-fourth 
Regiment, met sixty of the enemy and in a 
sharp fight killed four. They put five more 
of the insufgents hors de combat. 

In their fighting the Ilocanos are much 
benefited by the moral support given them 
by the presence of Americans at their side. 
Lieutenant Jernigan reports them to be 
obedient and brave. They do not pilfer nor 
loot; they are better fitted than Americans 
for chasing down ladrones and brigands, be- 
cause they can live where an American would 
starve, and they can travel quicker through 
swamps and jungles. 

It. has been Colonel Kennon’s policy to pur- 
sue the robbers and insurgents without let- 
up. Their bands have been dispersed in his 
district and they are not permitted to or- 
ganize; their chiefs have been killed, and 
they are afraid to show themselves with 
arms. All this work has fallen on the Ameri- 
cans, and they are worn out and exhausted

PROCLAMATION WAR IN LUZON. 


American Edict Offering Amnesty to 
Insurgents Followed by One from 
the Filipinos. 


Washington, D. C., Sept: 18.—The Post- 


master General has received from F. W. 
Vaille, Director General of Posts in the 
Philippines, copies of two undated proclama- 
tions, one by the American Peace Commis- 
sioners and the other by the insurgents. 

he American proclamation promised free 
transportation home to all insurgents who 
surrendered their arms, and directed the 
confiscation of all money and hemp belong- 


ing to the insurgent government. 


The Filipino proclamation announced that 
for a period of ten days amnesty would be 
extended to all Filipino spies in the employ 
of the American forces if they presented 
themselves to the insurgent military or civil 
authorities, and declared that all the threats 
of the Americans of pursuing the insurgents 
to the hills were idle, as the American forces 
were short of food and ammunition and had 
received no reinforcements- for many 
months.

One Story Asserts That the President.

After Full Report of Assessors— 


The r court for the Fourth Dis- 
trict gave a decision at Mount Vernon yes- 
terday which lays down the rule that the 
Board of Review is simply a higher court 
for the Board of Assessors and cannot com- 
pel witnesses to testify about property till 
the Assessors have reported how they ar- 
rived at their figures.’ 

The case was that of the State vs. Daniel 
W. Goodman, secretary fora building soci- 
ety in Union County, who was indicted and 
convicted for refusing to take an oath to 
answer questions as to the ownership of 
building association stock before the Board 
of Review of his county. 

The court holds that one cannot be indicted 
for reBusing to take an oath and that the 
proper penalty is a fine for contempt of 
The court also finds that the Board 
of Review had not complied with section 42 
of the revenue law, which permits it to sum- 
mon any assessor or deputy or other person 
to be inquired of under oath as to the method 
by which he fixed any valuation returned. 
The court finds there should first have been 
a return by the assessor before the board 
n witnesses and inquire of

THE DRIFT TOWARD M’KINLEY. 

Governor Pingree delicately says:“ I shall 
hold my nose, vote for McKinley, and hope 
for the best.” This is not complimentary 
for McKinley, but it is less complimentary 
for Bryan, The Governor of Michigan can, 
under pressure, vote for the Republican can- 
didate. He cannot protect his nostrils 
against the Democratic candidate. His 
stomach would revolt, even though he were 
to hold his nose and shut his eyes. 

The state of mind of Governor Pingree, 
expressed by him in exaggerated language, 
is that of an overwhelming majority of men 
who call themselves Independents, and who 
do not approve of all President McKinley 
has done and dislike some of his policies. 
They have to make their choice between 
McKinley and Bryan. They can vote for 
the former, though with some reluctance. 
They cannot force themselves to vote for 
the latter because of the dangerous princl- 
ples of which he is the embodiment. They 
feel that they can vote for McKinley and 
hope for the best, while if they vote for 
Bryan they must expect the worst. 

There are exceptions. Mr. Schurz and 
Mr. Boutwell intend to hold their hoses and 
vote for Mr. Bryan. But nearly all those 
whom they hoped to lead with them to the 
polls will refuse to accompany them. 
George F. Edmunds and Senator Hoar are 
the leaders whom the Independents are fol- 
lowing. 

The impossibility of Bryan is being recog- 
niged by Independent newspapers as well 
as Independent voters. For instance, the 
Providence Journal, Which has been un- 
friendly to President McKinley and still 
speaks of his “ vacillation and weakness,”

- REGULATION GAS RATES. 

Thirteenth Ward m | 
evening and passed resolutions in favor of 
public regulation of the price of gas. The 
meeting called for “ such legislation in the 
City Council as will reduce and regulate the 
price of gas,” and also demanded,“ a pledge 
from our candidates for the Legislature to 
pass such legislation as will reduce and set- 
tle for all time the price of gas in thie city.” 

Incidentally, the meeting seems to have 
fallen into the same sort of an error as the 
one from the consequences of which it was 
seeking to escape. There is a strange per- 
sistence in the fatuous idea that a given 
Legislature can properly “settle for all 
time,” or for any considerable period, “ the 
price of gas in this city.” The notio#@that 
any public body has a knowledge of futurity 
adequate to such a task, or a moral right 
thus to eircumseribe the people of tomor- 
row, is one which dies slowly. The equita- 
ble price of gas of course changes not only 
from decade to decade but from year to year, 
and no authority has any business to under- 
take to settle it for all time, or for any 
period during which there is a likelihood 
that it may cease to be reasonable. Pre- 
sumably the meeting in question would on 
deliberation conform its demands to this 
principle. * 

The essential need in respect to gas and 
similar utilities, and the one for which that 
meeting would doubtless pronounce, is for 
some continuing supervision, which shall 
insure at all times adequate service and at 
least approximately fair prices. That such 
supervision would be difficult of exercise by 
the public, especially in its present ignorance 
of the lines of business involved, and that 
conservative minded people often hesitate 
at the idea, is not to be denied. Indeed, the 
present demand, which has been heard in 
a less formal way in several other quarters 
of the city, has only been provoked by a 
conflict between a gas trust practically irre- 
sponsible to the people and an unsavory 
rival, the whole spirit of which conflict is 
to set at naught the subject of equitable 
dealing with the public, and in the course of 
which helpless ‘consumers are impudently 
bought and sold and played at will in the 
game of the companies. 

That regulation of the price of public 
utilities, however, by public authority is 
practicable and desirable is an idea which 
is distinctly growing, and which has already 
been applied elsewhere to an important ex- 
tent, particularly in Massachusetts. Fur- 
thermore, that the public, under our ingtitu- 
tions, has a right to exercise such régula- 


in law as well as in general politica! philos- 
ophy is hardly to be questioned. *Whether 
the terms of a franchise can be so drawn as 
effectually to exclude that right may be a 
matter of doubt in some minds. Companies 
are certainly eager that their franchises 
should assume the guise of contracts and 
should employ language specifically exclud- 
ing any such right. ‘But the decision of the 
Illinois Supreme Court, something over a 
year ago, in the Rogers Park water case, 
was to the effect that even “ the fixing of 
rates in an ordinance does not vest in the 
“company an irrevocable right to exact 
zuch rate for the period“ of its grant or 
for any fixed period.” The egurt holds that, 
since quasi public corporat are created 
by the State for the good of the public—to 
serve the public”—it.is their duty at all 
times to exact only reasonable co 
tion,“ and that the power of the State, or 
of a municipality fulfilling delegated tunc- 
tions, “to enforce that duty may 
be exercised from time to time whenever 
necessary to prevent extortion by the agency 
created by the State to serve the public.” 
The abuses which purveyors of public 
utilities have practiced against the people 
in extorting enormous profits from users, in 
attempting to conceal these through recon- 
dite financial devices, and in seeking to fore- 
close resistance by corruptly securing long 
Frants, drawn as contracts, have, provoked 
a wide demand on the one hand for public 
ownership of such utilities, and gn the éther 
for some bdld and effective regulation of 
service and charges. 
| There are indications of an important ex- 
tension of the latter expedient in American 
cities in the not distant future. The com- 
plete disappearance of competition in these 
services is forcing the public.to take rea- 
sonable measures for its own protection 
against otherwise uncontrolled private mo- 
nopolies,

CROKER’S VICTORY. 
With the defeat of Coler’s candidacy and 
the passing of Hil! the control of the 
Democracy of the State of New York is 
secured by Richard Croker, boss of Tam- 
many, and, as Bryan’s lieutenant, he is 
dangerously near the control of the national 
Democratic party. Political contro] has 
been variously held in the Empire State. 
In the early days it was contended for by 
rich and influential families, among whom 
the Clintons and Livingstons were conspicu- 
ous. Then the Albany regency fought its 
famous contests with the Whig combination 
of Weed, Seward & Co. Boss Kelly sought 
to grasp the reins of power and dictate 
policies and candidates from the Tammany 
wigwam, but his schemes were thwarted 
by Tilden, who was an abler and more 
astute politician. Croker has succeeded 
where his predecessor failed. In 1888 
Croker was boss for Governor Hill. In 
1892 he opposed Cleveland at Chicago and 
declared he could not carry New York, and 
that Hill, who was his candidate, could. 
In 1896 Croker and Hill came to the part- 
ing of the roads and each took a different 
one, and for four years the two men have 
been at swords’ points, Croker fighting to 
extend his power and secure control of the 
party in the State, Hill struggling to regain 
lost ground. 
The issue between them was squarely 
made at the recent convention. When Coler, 
Hill's candidate for Governor, personally 
assailed Croker, and Hill himself in his 


acterized him as a demagogue, Croker ac- 
cepted it as a wager of battle. The con- 
test was so brief and decisive as hardly to 
be called one. By the exercise of his 
brutal, autocratic power he named his own 
candidates and nominated them, and the 
absolute control of the New York State 
Democracy passed into his hands. Tam- 
many henceforward dominates it, and 
Croker dominates Tammany. The ex-Sen- 
atér, Governor, and political leader of the 
New York Democracy found himself de- 
serted by some of his oldest friends, and 
has gone down in a defeat which is irre- 
parable.. Once it was Hill's boast “I am a 
Democrat,” but he has been deposed by a 
man who may correctly claim that he is the 
New York State Democracy. It is not 
likely that “the peanut politician,” as 
Croker contemptuously calls him, will be

THE COAL MINERS’ STRIKE. 
Under an order issued by the executive 
officers of the United Mine Workers of 


in the anthracite coal region of Pennsyl- 
vania will cease work next Monday. The 
union men affected are said to number 
140,000, and upon these wage earners half 
a million persons depend for subsistence. 
The strike may also interfere to some ex- 
tent with other industries by affecting the 
price of anthracite coal, and it is sure to 
cause a heavy loss both to labor and to 
capital so long as it lasts. The strikers and 
their families will be the first and greatest 
sufferers, but the disturbance and injury 
cannot be confined to any one locality or 
class of workers. . 

The strike order is reasonable and pacific 
in its tone, and is to be commended for its 
admonition against all lawlessness and 
violence, but it is too early to say whether 
or not the strikers will follow this wise ad- 
vice in all cases, At best the strike will be 
a misfortune to all concerned in it, and will 
be regretted by the public all over the 
country. The miners appedr to have some 
cause of complaint, if their charges con- 
cerning the abuse of company stores and 
the lengthening of hours are correct, but it 
would have been infinitely better if the 
matter could have been settled by arbitra- 
tion or other peaceable methods. A strike 
is like a-war—there is no telling when or 
how it will end. The only certainty about 
it is the suffering and the loss. * 

The Pennsylvania miners and their fami- 
lies have a long winter before them, for 
which they will need all their ordinary 
wages. A few weeks will suffice to ex- 
haust the small reserves of many, and a 
few months of idleness will bring the ma- 
jority of them to want. If non-union men 
attempt to fill their places their good reso- 
lutions about refraining from violence may 
not always hold, It the strike should be 
long continued the shortage of hard coal 
may seriously affect industries in New Eng- 
land and the East. Strikes are always 
costly, and the results gained can never be 
so clear a gain as the same results ob- 
tained by milder methods. These facts 
apply to the mine owners as much as to the 
miners, but it is the workingmen who al- 
ways pay most heavily for a strike. From 
every point of view the threatened coal 
miners’ strike is unfortunate, and the sooner 
the contending interests can settle their 
differences by mutual concessions the bet- 
ter it will be for them and for the country. 


MUNICIPAL IMPROVEMENTS, 

The American Society of Municipal Im- 
provements, which held its seventh annual 
meeting at Milwaukee recently, took three 
steps which are regarded as especially im- 
portant. It acceded to the request of the 
National Brick Manufacturers’ association 
for the appointment of a joint conference on 
brick pavements; it voted a request to the 
National Municipal league that the next 
annual meetings of both societies might be 
held at the same time and place, and it ap- 
pointed what is alleged to be “ a promising 
new committee to co§perate with similar 
ones from other societies in a grand effort 
to further uniform accounts and reports 
and the collection of national municipal 
statistics,” 

It is a significant fact that public im- 
provement societies of one sort or another 
rarely command the general and continued 
interest which their aims would seem cal- 
culated to insure. Despite our proverbial 


lack in matters of actual administration 
that sustained attention upon which the 
theory of democracy so strongly presumes, 
and the indifference or incompetence of offi- 
cials is often a reflection of this fact. 

The society in question, however, has be- 
hind it a creditable record in behalf of more 
scientific methods in municipal adminis- 
tration, and whether it continues in its 
present independence or is merged with 
certain other similar efforts into an Ameri- 
can association fer the advancement of mu- 
nicipal government, its continuance is plain- 
ly to be desired. 

The need of some organization intended 
to foster acquaintance and emulation be- 
tween different cities in the matter of public 
improvements was never more evident than 
today. 


REBUILDING GALVESTON. 

The appalling nature of the wreck to 
which Galveston has been reduced has led 
to some talk of abandoning the old site alto- 
gether and rebuilding the city somewhere 
on the mainland. An army officer con- 
cludes his report to Washington headquar- 
ters by expressing the opinion that Galves- 
ton is destroyed beyond the ability to re- 
cover, and the Southern Pacific railway is 
said to be in favor of leaving the flat island 
to the sport of the treacherous waves and 
heading a movement to rebuild the eity at 
the mouth of the Brazos River. 

It is natural that non-residents of Galves- 
ton should consider the advisability of aban- 
doning such a perilous site, especially as 
there can never be any complete security 
against a disaster like that of last Saturday. 
But it is safe to say that Galveston will be 
rebuilt on its sand island. Mankind is not 
wont to desert any spot of the earth’s sur- 
face because of a sudden and rare convul- 
sion of nature. Lisbon was not abandoned 
because of the disastrous earthquake that 
killed 50,000 people in 1755. Similar earth- 
quake disasters in Central and South Amer- 
| ica have not induced the survivors to aban- 
don a single city. When 100,000 China- 
men were swallowed up at Pekin in the last 
century it did not change the site of the 
city, nor have the still more disastrous floods 
along the Yellow River ever caused the sur- 
vivors to change their habitat. History

Galveston will be rebuilt, as it was after 
the disaster of fourteen years ago, Its in- 
habitants will reason that the city had ex- 
isted for two-thirds of a century in com- 
parative safety, and that such a tidal wave 
is not likely to be repeated in a hundred 
years. The same commercial advantages 
that first tempted settlers to the island, and 
that made Galveston one of the most thriv- 
ing -cities on the gulf coast, are still pres- 
ent. Men who own real estate on the island 
will not abandon it, even though the im- 
provements thereon have been reduced to a 
wreck. They know that even if they did 
abandon it there would be plenty of others 
to take it—risks and all—and rebuild the 
city. The federal government may hesitate 
about rebuilding its structures on so pre- 
carious a site, but private interests are not 
likely to abandon a eity even for so terrible 
a disaster as that at Galveston.

MILK MAY REACH EIGHT CENTS. 


Scarcity of Cows and Increased Con- 
sumption of Condensing Plants 


, Threaten Unusual Advance. 


The scarcity of good milch cows in the 
dairy district about Chicago and the high 
price of cattle feed may result in an increase 
in the regular winter advance in the price of 
milk. Many of the prominent milk deaiers 
of the city express the oninion that a com- 
bination of circumstances may force an in- 
crease to eight cents a quart to consumers. 

The rigid inspection of cattle by the gov- 
ernment inspectors, which resulted in the 
death of many cows, decreased the supply, 
while many condensed milk plants are in- 
creasing their shipments outside the district. 

Willldm M. Devine, 71 North State street, 
said: Fine milch cows are scarce in the 
area from which we draw our supply, and 
their price has advanced 40 per cent. The 
fee for an examination by an inspector is 
$2.50. Many cows have been condemned, 
and the farmers do not care to buy at pres- 
ent prices. 

“The milk supply has failed to keep pace 
with the city’s increasing population, and 
the condensing plants are consuming much 
of the regular supply. The 5 per cent ad- 
vance in freight rates also militates against 
the dealer. Still, I believe the price will be 
held at seven cents, as usual. In the top 
floors of flat buildings, where the carriers’ 
time is consumed, there may be a rate of 
eight cents, but I do not think it will go 
higher.“ 
FB. W. Dusset of the Pierson Dairy com- 
pany was not so sanguine. “ Milch cows 
are scarce, and dairy keepers assert that the 
food supply is inadequate,”’ he said. ‘“‘ The 


>. gtass this season, while high, was thin, and 


the dealers are forced to buy their supplies 
at an increase over last year’s prices.“ 

Other milk dealers expressed similar opin- 
ions.

It is doubtful if the new rule will be ad- 


hered to, although there is a good deal of 
reason why the models should be kept in 
Washington, and not transported all over 
the country to form exhibits at expositions. 

Rear Admiral Hichborn says the models 
were not built for rough handling, and that 
every trip on which they are sent means the 
expenditure of considerable money for re- 


pairs.

All but one of the models were sent to. 


Paris, and owing to the careless unlvading of 
the cases in which they were packed it was 
found that great injury had been done the 
miniature ships. A naval constructor who 
happened to be on duty in London was sent 


-to Paris, and expert workmen were em- 
ployed to make good the damage. 


It cost the government nearly $25,000 to 
put the models in good condition. This in- 
censed the naval officials so that they de- 
cided that hereafter none of the models 


should leave the Navy department corridors, 
where they are exhibited under glass. 


When the request came for the loan of the 
model of the Brooklyn, recently completed 
at the Washington navy yard, for exhibition 


at Cincinnati, Assistant Secretary Hackett 


declined to grant the request. Senator For- 
aker appeared on the scene this week, how- 
ever, and the model wil be shipped to the 
exposition at Cincinnati. The department's 
letter to Senator Foraker makes the state- 
ment of the department’s intention to adopt 
a firm rule against future loaning of the 
models. It will, therefore, take a good deal 
of influence to secure the little ships at any

Tomatoes were but a short time ago an 
article of luxury in Great Britain, only used 
for the pampered lates of the rich: but 
now they have become a common dish on the 
table of the working classes. 

In Germany fresh tomatoes are sold at 
6 to 14 cents a pound, according to season; 
they are chiefly used to flavor meats, not 
stewed. Only the best hotels and the 


wealthy buy fresh tomatoes, which are sup- | 


plied mainly by southern France. Canned 
tomato pulp is found at: the groceries of 
large German cities, offered at a lower price 
comparatively than the fresh fruit. 

“Cantaloupes are a great delicacy—even 
more so than ** pineapple—in German 
cities. They sell at 50 cents to $1.50 apiece. 
Some of these are brought from Spain, oth- 
ers are raised in German hothouses. Con- 
sidering that tomatoes have been sold as 
low as $5 a ton in Delaware and New Jersey 
and that fine cantaloupes can be bought in 
Philadelphia at one to three cents apiece, 
the question arises, why don’t we export 
fresh vegetables to Europe. 

The growers of our Atlantic States should 
form an export association which—if it will 
send out men of mercantile ability who can 
speak German and French—would find the 
European continent, as well as England, an 
excellent market for their produce.
